Charged With Grand Larceny 


in ‘Planting’ Salmon 
at Seattle. 


SEATTLE, Oct. 3 (AP).—Winners 
of three of the five automobiles in 
the Seattle Times city salmon fish- 
ing contest last Sunday were ac- 
cused of grand larceny yesterday 
on charges of using “planted fish” 
to take the top prizes. 

They are M. E. Smith, Spokane, 
who was awarded second prize; 
Frank Dupue, Everett, third prize, 
and Anthony Zuanich, Everett, fifth 
prize. Miss June Smaaladen, Aneta, 
N. D., who was awarded the auto- 
mobile offered for the woman 
catching the largest salmon, is held 
as a material witness. 

John M. Schermer, chief criminal 
deputy prosecutor, said Zuanich, 
Dupue and Miss Smaaladen con- 
fessed they and Smith participated 
in a joint plan to win prizes by 
fraud. The salmon with which they 
won were purchased previously 
from Swinomish Indians and kept 
in a live-box off Hope Island un- 
til a few hours before the contest, 
the two were quoted as saying. 

Smith is being sought. The other 
three are held in the county jail. 

No suspicion attaches to Evans 
Manolides who won the top $1000 
prize, nor to Harry Ketchell who 
won thetfourth prize, also an auto- 
mobile, the Times said. 


HITLER-MUSSOLINI MEETING . 
TOMORROW IS FORECAST 


BERLIN, Oct. 3 (AP).—Author- 
ized spokesmen said tonight that 
“something official” may be stated 
tomorrow concerning unofficial re- 
ports from Rome that Adolf Hitler 
and Benito Mussolini plan to meet 
Friday in the Brenner Pass.

WILLKIE SAYS US 
CANNOT MAINTAN 
A FOREIGN POLICY 
TLL FULLY ARMED 


At Cleveland He Declares 
for Defense System So 
Strong That No Aggres- 
sor Nation Will Dare 


Strike at Us.

ABOARD WILLKIE TRAIN EN 
ROUTE TO PITTSBURGH, Oct. 3 
(AP).—Wendell L. Willkie extended 
his presidential campaign into Ohio 
and Pennsylvania industrial cities 
today after accusing the Roosevelt 
administration of playing “politics 
with preparedness.” 

While cheering men and women 
who filled the 28,000 seats of Cleve- 
land’s public auditorium waved a 
multitude of small American flags, 
Willkie said last night: 

“I say that we are now exposed 
to the aggressors because of the 
political theories and the political 
ambitions of a few men. We are 
not prepared and we are not get- 
ting prepared.” 

“Any man who involves us in the 
risk of war, while we are thus un- 
prepared, betrays his country.” 

“I say we must stop right where 
we are. We must stop and look 
about us and take stock of our af- 
fairs,” he declared . .. “What the 
American people want above every- 
thing else is a defense system so 
strong that none of these nations 
(Japan and the Axis powers) will 
dare to strike at us, from whatever 
motives. And until the people have 
that defense system, they don’t 
want any more international inci- 
dents. They don’t want any more 
dramatic gestures. They don’t want 
any more swashbuckling words... . 
“That is what I stand for. I say 
that the first plank of our foreign 
policy is a defense system. [I'll 
even go further than that. Until 
we get a defense system we can- 
not have a foreign policy that 
means anything at all.” 

Willkie’s Defense Program. 
The Republican presidential nom- 
inee, interrupted time after time 
by applause, termed the defense job 
“appalling in magnitude” and of- 
fered this program in event of his 
election: 

Aid to Great Britain “even if it 
means the sacrifice of some speed 
in building up our own air fleet”; 
Co-ordination of American pre- 
paredness with that of Canada; 
Selection of the “most experienced 
and the ablest men” for defense 
posts, using the army and navy’s 
plans, and limiting the newcomers’ 
authority to the term of the emer- 
gency; 
Revision of the tax system and 
other steps “to remove every pos- 
sible obstacle that stands in the 
way of new investment”; 
Economic co-operation with Latin 
America, “giving these neighbors 
every incentive to rid themselves 
of the German fifth column.” 
Crowd in Two Halls. 
Willkie spoke from a low plat- 
form between the auditorium’s two 
big halls, both of which were 
crowded to capacity. His arrival 
set off a demonstration that finally 
was quieted by Representative 
George Bender (Rep.), Ohio, be- 
cause it was time for a national 
radio broadcast of the speech. 
“The people of America do not 
want war,” Willkie said almost at 
the outset, and the audience waved 
flags and cheered. 
Neither, he added, do the people 
want “any more international inci- 
dents . . . dramatic gestures... 
Swashbuckling words.” 
“Until I had built up the strength 
of America,” he said later, “I would 
refrain from inviting aggressive 
pacts against the American people.”

It argues England cannot win 
without regaining a foothold on 
the continent and says. the 
chances for that are slim. 

“Therefore, the question of in- 
vasion or non-invasion, or in- 
vasion today or invasion tomor- 
row has no bearing on the ques- 
tion of victory or defeat,” it 
says. “The issue now is the 
time and form of the English 
collapse.”

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP). — 


German raiders 


carry out widespread raids on 
London and the industrial Mid- 
lands and returned after dark 
to begin the twenty-seventh 
consevutive night of air attack 
on the capital. 

One of the daylight rails was the 
longest London has yet experienced, 
but reports tonight indicated dam- 
age had been slight and casualties 
few. 

(The Berlin radio said nine dif- 
ferent parts of London had been 
bombed an denormous destruction 


and hugh fires observed). 
Anti-aircraft barrages, ho heacy 
as to tie up traffic marked a late 
afternoon attack on the city by 
raiders hidden by a thick haze, and 
some British quarters suggested 
that the Nazi air offensive may 
have turned to “blind” high-altitude 
bombardment. 

More Firing After Dark. 
Early tonight the defense guns 
in Central London went into action 
a few seconds after the warning si- 
rens sounded. 

During the late afternoon raid, 
anti-aircraft shell fragments fell 
like hail on the city. 

The Germans thrust at the cap- 
ital in their fourth visit of the 
day, showering bombs on north- 
west and southeast sections. Anti- 
aircraft guns sent up constant 
streams of shells. 

Cabbies who in the past have 
plied their trade in the worst bar- 
rages refused to stir either from 
their outlying stands for trips into 
the central part of the city or from 
central stands to the suburbs. 

Possible New Raid Tactic. 

The attacking planes were appar- 
ently finding London only through 
use of flying instruments. British 
sources said that this might mark 
a new phase of the Nazi offensive 
—flight above the clouds beyond 
anti-aircraft range, location of Lon- 
don by instruments of navigation 
and then a tripping of bomb racks.

TWO BRITISH FARM HANDS

Disarm Crew of Big Bomber Shot 
Down North of 
London. 

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—Two 
farm hands disarmed and captured 
four German airmen whose big 
bomber had been shot down north 
of London today, British sources 

reported. 

The German plane crashed at 
Hertingfordbury, near Hertford. 

The farm workers said they heard 
heavy gunfire, then saw thé bomb- 
er, streaming smoke, crash through 
a hedge and land in a field. 

“The Germans put up their hands 
and surrendered,” one said, “with- 
out giving us any trouble.”

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—Despite 
thick clouds and poor visibility, 
British planes were officially re- 
ported today to have struck smash- 
ing blows last night at German oil 
plants, munitions factories, railway 
facilities and other military objec- 
tives. 

Among the objectives attacked, 
the Air Ministry said, was the great 
Krupp armament works at Essen. 
The docks at Hamburg and Wil- 
helmshaven also were said to have 
been heavily bombed, as were port 
facilities and shipping at Amster- 
dam, Rotterdam, Flushing and Ant- 
werp. 

(A dispatch from Amsterdam via 
Berlin said 22 persons were killed 
lin air raids in Holland.

Chemical Fog Screen Said to Be 
Part of Britain’s Invasion Defense 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP).—Two 
invasion alarms have been sounded 
along the English Channel coast in 
the last six weeks, “bringing the 
army and navy springing to their 
stations” and causing the release of 
a chemical fog screen, says Vincent 
Sheean, foreign correspondent, who 
arrived yesterday aboard the Atlan- 


'itic Clipper from Lisbon. 


Sheean said the first alarm was 
sounded Aug. 25 and the second 
Sept. 7, and on both occasions re- 
ports far the United States were 
suppressed by British censors. 


“I heard and I believe that chem- 


ical fog was used during the Aug. 
25 alarm,” he said. “Of course, I 
don’t know whether or not there 
were any actual attempts to land 
[German troops in England.” Shee- 
an said property damage in Lon- 
don is “terrific,” but military dam- 
age has not been so heavy.

The man whose umbrella came 
to symbolize his pre-war policy of 
appeasement toward totalitarian 
rulers resigned both from his post 
as Lord President of the Council, 
which he had held since his Cab- 
inet fell last May after the ill-fated 
campaign against the Germans in 
Norway, and from the inner War 
Cabinet. 


Chamberlain also- resigned his 
leadership of the Conservative 
party, which he retained when he 
gave way to Churchill as Prime 
Minister last May. 

The British Press  Associa- 
tion said -it is a foregone conclu- 
sion” that Churchill would succeed 
him as party leader. 


Confidence in Churchill. 


In quitting the political arena to 
return to private life, the 7l-year- 
old Chamberlain expressed his “un- 
shaken confidence” that under 
Churchill's leadership Britain “with 
her Allies and associates will suc- 
ceed in overcoming the forces of 
barbarism which have reduced a 
great part of Europe to a condition 
little better than slavery.” 

In reply, Churchill expressed ad- 
miration for Chamberlain’s aid and 
said, “you did all you could for 
victory.” 

Changes in Churchill's Govern- 
ment, announced simultaneously, 
increased the size of the inner War 
Cabinet from six to eight members, 
but observers who had predicted a 
sweeping realignment were sur- 
prised both by the limited scope of 
the alterations and the choice of 
new appointees. 

The most important changes in- 
cluded transfer of Laborite Herbert 
Morrison from the Supply Ministry 
to the combined job of Secretary 
for the Home Department and Min- 
ister of Home Security, and naming 
of Labor Minister Ernest Bevin 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Sir Kingsley Wood to the important 
inner Cabinet. 


Anderson Succeeds Chamberlain. 


Sir John Anderson, who was Min- 
ister of Home Security, took 
Chamberlain’s place in the War 
Cabinet and as Lord President of 
the Council. 
Prior to the announcement, polit- 
ical circles had expected that War 
Secretary Anthony Eden would take 
over Lord Halifax’ post of Foreign 
Secretary, which Eden held before 
splitting with Chamberlain over 
appeasement in 1938, and also had 
forecast changes involving Min- 
ister of Information Alfred Duff 
Cooper and Minister of Aircraft 
Production Lord Beaverbrook. 
Instead, Eden, Halifax, Duff 
Cooper and Beaverbrook were left 
in their respective offices.

Aircraft Also in Force. 


Plans for establishment of “a 
newly organized force” in the At- 
jantic were disclosed late yesterday 
-by the navy department. The 
squadron, to be known as the Pa- 
trol Force, United States Fleet, 
will consist of more than 125 ves- 
sels and the necessary complement 


of aircraft. 


Tinere was no indication in navy 
circles whether creation of the new 
force had any connection with the 
recently negotiated mutual assist- 
ance pact among Berlin, Rome 
and Tokyo. An Atlantic squadron 
has been in existence two years, 
but the new organization is de- 
signed to strengthen it and unify 


its command. 
Navy’s Announcement. 


The announcement by the navy 


was as follows: 


“The Navy Department will es- 
tablish in the near future, a newly 
organized force in the Atlantic, 


This force will become an integra! 
part of the United States fleet and 
will be designated as the patrol 
force, United States fleet. Rear 
Admiral Hayne Ellis, U. S. Navy, 
will command this force. 

“The new force will consist of the 
ships now in the Atlantic, some 
new ships as they are completed, 


recently recommissioned vessels 
and vessels purchased and con- 


verted for naval use. The patrol 


force will include all types of ves- 
sels and aircraft and will number 


more than 125 ships. Having all 


the vessels in the Atlantic under 
one commander will result in in- 


creased efficiency in the operations 
and training of the vessels.” 

Knox said his department would 
not “let any grass grow under our 
feet” in the speedy development 
of the Atlantic bases acquired from 
Great Britain last month. Plans 
for improving the first of the eight 
bases already are under way, he re- 
ported. 


On New England’s Defense. 


Mayor F. H. LaGuardia of New 
York said at Boston last night that 
the work of the joint Canadian- 
American defense board had _ re- 
duced the problems of New Eng- 
land's defense “to a minimum.” 

LaGuardia, chairman of the 
American section of the board, ex- 
pressed some concern about the 
Pacific. 

“By reason of what happened in 
Europe a few days ago,” he said, 
referring to the Axis pact, “we 
must expedite plans for West 
Coast defense.” —— 

Discussing problems in the Pa- 
cific yesterday, Knox said his de- 
partment had no present intention 
of withdrawing the marine detach.

NAZI PLANE BOMBS 
FAMOUS SCHOOL FOR 
BOYS NEAR LONDON 


LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—A clus- 
ter of incendiary bombs—a ‘“Molo- 
tov breadbasket”—was dropped by 
a night raider early today, the Brit- 
ish reported, on a famous school in 
London's northwest environs, and 
it took firemen two hours to bring 
the fire under control. 

Incendiary bombs, it was report- 
ed, burned through into the school’s 
speech room, which contains pan- 
els commemorating distinguished 
scholars, and others fell on a parish 
church roof, causing little damage. 


This probably was Harrow, one 
of the three most famous boys’ 
schools in England. The other two 
are Rugby and Eton. 

Harrow, about 15 miles northwest 
of Charing Cross, heart of London, 
dates back to 1571 when John Lyon, 
a@ yeoman, founded it under a char- 
ter from Queen Elizabeth as a 
school for poor children of Harrow. 
Later it became a school for the 
boys of wealthy parents. 

The names of many of Harrow’s 
eminent alumni are cut on panels 
in one of the rooms, including the 
Poet Byron and the Playwright R. 
B. Sheridan. Prime Minister 
Churchill attended Harrow.

BERLIN, Oct. 3 (AP).—The sink- 


ing of eight armed British mer- 
chant ships totaling 42,644 tons 
“during one operation” by a sub- 
marine commanded by Lieut. Jen- 
isch was announced today by the 
German high command which said 
another submarine sank the 14,172- 
ton armed British merchant ship 
Highland Patriot. 


“Thus during two cruises,” said 


the high command’s communique, 
“Tjeut. Jenisch has destroyed 82,644 
tons of enemy shipping space.” 


The sinking of 90,000 tons of 


“enemy” shipping in the last six 
weeks was credited to a flying 
squadron commanded by Maj. Pe- 
terson, “which already had distin- 
guished itself in the Norwegian 
campaign.” This squadron, in ad- 
dition, severely damaged more than 
40,000 tons, the high command as- 
serted. 


“These accomplishments includ- 


ed many dive attacks on strongly 
Biprotected convoys and extended 
flights into enemy territory carried 
out regardless of weather and often 
reaching far into the Atlantic,” the 
communique said. 


The high command also reported 


that a German warplane attacked a 
British freighter off the south- 
western tip of Ireland, stopping it 
with a direct bomb hit on the en- 
gines. The deck of the freighter 
was left burning, it was said.

WITH COAL MINE SPUR 


Arkansas Work Will Extend 
$2 Rate to St. Louis to 
4 More Pits.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—J. Rus- 
sell Coulter, general traffic man- 
ager of the Frisco Railroad, who 
was in Washington today, told the 
writer he had telegraphed his 
company to proceed with the con- 
struction of an 800-fot spur which 
will bring four mines near Hack- 
ett, Ark., within the $2 freight rate 
system on smokel's coal _ ship- 
ments to St. Loviis. 
During the morning Coulter and 
M. G. Roberts, commerce counsel 
for the Frisco, held a conference 
with William H. Bonneville, di- 
rector of the bureau of inquiry of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. As it was a secret ses- 
sion, neither Bonneville nor his 
St. Louis visitors would discuss 
what took place. But th2 following 
incidents, it was learned, were in 
the background of the conference. 

Difference in Rates. 
Hackett is an intersection point 
for the Frisco, Missouri Pacific and 
Midland Valley railroads. The last, 
which operates about 600 miles of 
track, has close connections with 
the Missouri Pacific, runs near the 
four mines in question and. has, un- 
til now, handled their output. Mid- 
land Valley’s rate on St. Louis coal 
shipments is $2.75, or 75 cents in 
excess of the Frisco’s rate. 
Not long ago a co-operative proj- 
ect of Hackett mine operators was 
formed, under the name of Excel- 
sior Coal Preparation, Inc., and 
began the construction of a $12,000 
tipple 800 feet from the Frisco main 
line and from one-half a mile to 
three miles from the four mines. A 
tipple is an apparatus by which 
loaded cars are emptied by tipping. 
It was arranged to truck coal! 
from the mines to the tipple at a 
cost of 12 cents a ton, which would 
make the St. Louis price $2.12 as 
against the Midland Valley rate of 
$2.75. The Frisco prepared to build 
a spur of several tracks from its 
main line to the tipple. 

Complaint Received. 
From a source the identity of 
which has nét been revealed, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently received a complaint that 
the Frisco had financed Excelsior 
Coal Preparation, Inc., and was the 
actual builder of the tipple. Coulter 
denied both charges today. 
As a result of the complaint, 
Bonneville summoned Coulter and 
Roberts for today’s conference. The 
bureau of inquiry is to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission some- 
thing as the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation is to the Department of 
Justice. Bonneville has no power 
to make decisions but only recom- 
mendations. The deduction may 
be drawn, however, that if his at- 
titude had been hostile Coulter 
would scarcely have advised his 
company to proceed with building

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
A $1,482,000,000 military appropria- 
tions bill, last major defense meas- 
ure pending before Congress, was 
passed today by the Senate. 

The bill, containing funds to out- 
fit and maintain a peacetime army 
of 1,399,441 men, now goes back to 
the House for action on Senate in- 


creases which totaled $12,700,000. 
Approving the measure, the Sen- 
ate allocated $1,248,000,000 in cash 
and $150,000,000 in contract author- 
ity to the army. It gave the navy 
$75,401,000 in direct appropriations 
and $8,500,000 in contract author- 
ity. 
Approximately 85 per cent of the 
army’s appropriation would go to- 
ward feeding, clothing, equipping, 
paying and training 1,024,441 Na- 
tional Guardsmen and conscripts 
to be called into the service to sup- 
plement the army’s 375,000 regu- 
lars. 

Plane Construction. 
The bill also allocates money to 
expedite plane construction, to 
speed up plane pilot training and 
to purchase 78,015 new motor ve- 
hicles for the army. 
There was little discussion of the 
big bill. 
The outlook was quite different, 
however, for a $200,000,000 War De- 
partment civil functions bill, which, 


today by Official Referee John P./as passed by the House, contains 


an $80,000,000 item for the start of 
work on 4000 new airports. A brew- 
ing fight on the airport building 
program threatened to delay Sen- 
ate action on this legislation. 
Recess plans, accordingly, were 
up in the air. Congress started the 
week with the hope of cleaning up 
the legislative calendar and getting 
away by Sunday. Now, however, 
the recess talk was in terms of 
some day next week. 

Start of Airport Trouble. 

The threat of trouble over the 
$200,000,000 War Department civil 
functions Bill arose after elimina- 
tion of the airport construction pro- 
visions already voted by the House. 
The Appropriations Committee 
cut out this item when it approved 
the measure yesterday, but Sena- 
tor Adams (Dem.), Colorado said 
he would. not be surprised if ad- 
ministration sentiment developed 
for its return to the bill. The pro- 
posed expenditure — $30,000,000 in 
cash and $50,000,000 in contract 
authority—would be made under di- 
rection of the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority. 
Asserting that the CAA’s pro- 
posal to build 4000 airports was 
“outrageous,” Adams said he would 
oppose any effort to override the 
committee’s action. He told re- 
porters the CAA “couldn’t build 
more than 10 per cent of them even 
if they got this money.” 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, said he had 
decided to make no further efforts 
toward obtaining a recess agree- 
ment until next week.

FOR LABOR VOTE 


ers, Not Satisfied by Se- 
attle Address, Await New 
Policy Declaration.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Leaders 


of organized labor, both CIO and 
AFL, are awaiting with keenest in- 
terest the labor policy speech 
which Wendell L. Willkie is to 
make at Pittsburgh tonight. They 
feel that Willkie’s Seattle labor 
speech, in which he declared him- 
self 100 per cent for New Deal la- 


bor laws, did not go far enough 
in clarifying his pcsition on col- 
lective bargaining and trade union 
rights, 

CIO leaders are of the opinion 
that Willkie cannot merely say “me 
too” to New Deal guarantees and 
win labor yotes. They hold that he 
must set forth a much clearer blue- 
print for the future if he is to at- 
tract labor support. 

His speech tonight is particular- 
ly important in view of the fact 
that he must have some help from 
workers in Pennsylvania’s mass 
production industries if he is to 
win that State’s 36 electoral votes. 

Lewis Silent So Far. 

John L. Lewis has not yet de- 

clared his position in the election,

Little Resistance Expected. 

Officials expressed confidence 
they would have little difficulty 
with recalcitrants despite scattered 
threats of refusal to register. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Victor a; 
O’Kelliher, a member of the Selec- 
tive Service Committee, made that 
prediction on the basis of his ex- 
perience with the World War draft 
law, but urged conscientious ob- 
jectors to register and promised 
they would receive “sympathetic” 
treatment at the hands of the selec- 
tive service system. 

Although conscientious objectors 
may be drafted, the act provides 
that they must be assigned to non- 
combatant duties or to civilian 
tasks of national importance. Per- 
sons who knowingly counsel, aid or 
abet others to evade registration 
are subject to five years’ imprison- 
ment, a fine of $10,000 or both. 

Draft officers said that by the 
end of the week they hoped to 
have ready tentative quotas of the 
number of men each state will be 
expected to furnish for the first 
contingent of 400,000 men. 

The famous “goldfish bowl” from 
which World War draft numbers 
were drawn will be used. Now in 
Philadelphia’s Independence Hall, 
it will be here a few days before 
the drawing.

At a convention of the United 
Mine Workers in Columbus, O., six 
months ago Lewis announced that 
if Roosevelt did run for a third 
term, he would be overwhelmingly 
defeated. Appearing later before 
the Platform Committee of the Re- 
publican convention at Philadel- 
phia he had some harsh things to 
say about the New Deal and the 
third term. 

Lewis’ position is complicated by 
his feud with Sidney Hillman, head 
of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, a CIO ainion, and labor 
member of the National Defense 
Commission. Lewis and others in 
the CIO have accused Hillman of 
ignoring’ labor in approving de- 
fense contracts. 

Hillman has been an active pro- 
moter of the third term while Lewis 
has tried hard to restrain the CIO 
on this issue. A more or less open 
break between the two occurred 
when Lewis declared illegal the 
convention of the New York State 
Industrial Union Council in a row 
ovef the seating of anti-third term 
dg@legates. 

Only a Hint From Green. 
Neither has William Green, head 
of the AFL, made his position in 
the campaign entirely clear. Speak- 
ing before the New York State 
AFL convention, he implied that 
he was for Roosevelt, but he has 
not yet gone further than this, nor 
has he attempted to speak for the 
federation itself. Some AFL sup- 
port for Willkie has come from 
such conservative unions as the 
carpenters, headed by William L. 
Hutcheson. 

Green late yesterday announced 
that the federation would observe 
official neutrality of past campaign 
years in so far as the presidential 
race was concerned. Individual 
candidates for Congress in both 
parties will be backed on the basis 
of their labor vote, he said. 

This was the decision of the ex- 
ecutive council which is meeting 
here this week. Green also indicat- 
ed that he did not intend to an- 
nounce his own personal choice for 
President. 

The federation is to make avail- 
able to local unions the labor rec- 
ords of the presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates. Green said 
that since Willkie had never been 
an office holder, the record would 
include his public statements on la- 
bor. It would also include, accord- 
ing to the AFL head, the fact that 
“a number” of Commonwealth & 
Southern subsidiaries had contracts 
with AFL unions. Willkie resigned 
as head of Commonwealth & South- 
ern to run for President. 

Recent Labor Trend in Doubt. 

Judging from surface indications, 
the rank and file of labor through- 
out the country is largely for 
Roosevelt. Polls have shown, how- 
ever, that Roosevelt’s labor support 
has declined considerably from the 
1936 level. This was on the basis 
of polls taken some time ago. It is 
not known whether there has been 
a recent shift. 

Within AFL ranks there is also 
dissatisfaction with Willkie’s Seat- 
tle declaration. Federation leaders 
feel that he must be much more 
explicit when he speaks tonight. 

In his Seattle address 10 days 
ago, Willkie declared himself un- 
reservedly in favor of the National 
Labor Relations Act and the wage- 
and-hour law. He said nothing 
about the necessity of amendments 
advocated by the AFL and by other 
groups. The Republican candidate 
promised, in general terms, to go 
even further and extend these 
guarantees when the time was pro- 
pitious.

Urging speedy approval of a 
$1,482,000,000 defense appropria- 
tion bill, the army’s chief of staff 
told the committee in testimony 
made public today that the army 
planned to increase the air force 
from 95,000 to 160,000 men and 
needed more pilot instructors. 

To train 12,000 pilots a year, the 
army’s new goal, 2000 instructors 
will be needed, whereas the army 
now has only 700, he said. As a 
result, he noted, 100 of a class of 
231 student pilots who will be 
graduated tomorrow will be re- 
tained at the various army schools 
to serve as instructors. 

Discussing a request for $90,000,- 
000 in cash and a like amount in 
contract authority to expedite the 
construction of airplanes, Gen- 
Marshall testified the cost of ma- 
terials and labor had risen sharply 
as the defense program advanced. 

Brigadier-General George H. 
Brett, assistant chief of the air 
corps, testified that addition of 
workmen beyond two shifts daily 
had increased costs of production 
25 per cent. This was accounted 
for in part, he said, because as 
many as five men were being 
placed at work on one piece of 
machinery at a time so that one 
could teach the other four how to 
operate it. 

Senator Overton (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, asked the army officers wheth- 
er any contractors were “asking too 


}much” for materials they furnished. 


Major-General R. C. Moore, dep- 
uty Chief of Staff, said “yes,”’ add- 
ing that this was particularly true 
on lumber. He remarked that lum- 
ber camps had been forced to put 
on additional shifts to get out ma- 
terial needed in the construction 
program.

TIENTSIN, Oct. 3 (AP).—Japan’s 
military authorities clamped new 
restrictions today on the export of 
livestock and meat from North 
China. Vitally affected is the Brit- 
ish-owned International Export Co., 
which has been shipping large quan- 
tities of canned meat to England. 
Foreign observers here, mean-

Study Shows Three Families Have “Consider- 
able Influence’ Over 15 of 200 Largest 


Firms in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
The du Pont, Mellon and Rockefel- 
ler families have share holdings 
valued at nearly $1,400,000,000, 
which are “so placed as to give 
them considerable influence if not 
control” over 15 of the 200 largest 
non-financial corporations in the 
nation, a Securities and Exchange 
Commission study shows. 
Foreign investors have a consid- 
erable stake in the same 200 corpor- 
ations, states the report, released 
yesterday by Senator O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, chairman of the 
Monopoly Committee. 

At the end of 1937, the foreign 
investors’ common. stock holdings 
in the firms amounted to $1,800,- 
000,000 and their preferred stock to 
$200,000,000 he said. 

Thirteen family groups were 
shown to have holdings worth $2,- 
700,000,000, representing g per cent 
of the stock of the corporations. 


The du Pont, Mellon and Rockefel- 


ler interests were among the 13. 

O’Mahoney emphasized that the 
data represented the commission’s 
findings, and had not been acted 
on by his commmittee. 

In summarizing the commission’s 

statistics, O’Mahoney said: 
“The financial ‘stake of officers 
and directors in their own corpora- 
tions is relatively small, for they 
own only 6 per cent of the common 
stock and less than 2 per cent of 
the preferred stock of the 200 cor- 
porations.” 

The number of persons owning 
corporation stock, he said, is “much 
smaller than generally believed and 
probably does not exceed 9,000,000.” 
O’Mahoney said _ that foreign 
shareholders have “a majority con- 
trol of only one of the 200 corpora- 
tions, the Shell Union Oil Corpora- 
tion, although their holdings are 
very substantial in Allied Chemi- 
cal and Dye Corporation and Amer- 
ican Metals Co., Ltd.” 


ALASKA’S VALLEY 
OF TEN THOUSAND 
SMOKES HAS 5 LEFT 


But Investigators Find New 
Lake in Crater of Mount 
Katmai. 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Oct. 3 
(AP).—Two Government investiga- 
tors have returned from an inspec- 


tion trip to the Valley of Ten Thou- 
sand Smokes to report there are 
only five smokes left. 

Frank T. Been, superintendent of 
McKinley Park, and Victor H. Cul- 
hane, National Park Service wild- 
life superintendent, also found that 
a beautiful lake, similar to Crater 
Lake, Ore., had been formed in the 
crater of Mount Katmai, on the 
Alaskan peninsula. 

It was Mount Katmai that start- 
ed all the fuss June 6, 1912, when 
it erupted and showered a blanket 
of ashes a foot deep even on Kodiak 
Island, 100 miles away. The erup- 
tion set loose not only 10,000 
smokes, but countless jets of steam 
from vents in the valley floor rang- 
ing from tiny cracks to craters 150 
feet in diameter. 

In 1918 President Wilson set aside 
more than a million acres as the 
Katmai national monument. 

“The valley is still spectacular and 
one of the wonder spots of Amer- 
ica,” Been reported. “There is every 
justification for continuing it as a 
national monument despite the dis- 
appearance of most of the famous 
fumaroles.” : 

(The dictionary calls a fumarole 
a “small hole from which volcanic 
vapors issue.”)

WINDSOR, Ont., Oct. 3 (AP).—

OF WILLKIE'S 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS ADDRESS AT CLEVELAND 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 3 (AP). 

HE text of the address by 

Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 

candidate for President, on for- 
cign affairs here last night is as 
jollows: 


A few days ago there was an- 
nounced in Berlin a pact between 
three nations—-the three most ag- 
gressive nation~= on earth—Ger- 
many, Italy, and Japan. 


It is a commonly accepted fact 
that alliance is aimed at the Unit- 
ed States. It says, in effect, that 
if we become involved in a war 
with Japan, then Germany and 
Italy will join that war against us. 

And if, on the other hand, we be- 
come involved in a war with Ger- 
many, then Japan and Italy will 
join against us. 

We don’t know what motives 
those nations have in signing such 
a pact. But for the present we 
don’t have to know, because one 
’ thing.is clear enough. 

It is clear enough, I believe, that 
Germany, Italy, and Japan are 
thinking of the United States in. 
terms of war, in terms of our par- 
ticipation in some bloody conflict 
of the future. Either they have 


are determined to keep America at 
peace. 

In this dexermination I stand 
with them. I am for keeping out 
of war. I am for peace for Ameri- 
ca. 

And I want to ask this question: 
Where are we? How did we get 
into this position? What have we 
done, overtly or secretly, to cause 
the most ruthless states in the 
world to make this aggressive dec- 
laration? 

I say we must stop right where 
we are. We must stop and look 
about us and take stock of our af- 
fairs. Let us stop and think. Let: 
us talk among ourselves. Let us 
reason. Let us find out what our 
foreign policy really is. Let us 
determine what it really ought to 
be. 

For my part I have little confi- 
dence that the policy of the last 
seven and a half years has been 
the policy best calculated to pro- 
mote peace. 

I have still less confidence that 
the policy at the present time is 
calculated to preserve peace. And 
I have no confidence at all in the 
ability of the present administra- 
tion to protect our peace with an 
adequate defense system. 
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years to obtain, and that in many 
cases the capacity to produce them 
did not even exist. 

The result of this pressure was 
the War Resources Board, with 
Edward Stettinius as chairman. 
Now this board corresponded close- 
ly with the type of board that the 
War Department had planned for 
just such an emergency. That plan 
is not secret. It is called the in- 
dustrial mobilization plan of 1939. 

That plan was the result of more 
than 15 years of study as required 
by the National Defense Act of 
1920. It had been developed out of

And the report that 
it submitted to the President very 
properly adhered closely to the 
plan.

We must begin with American 
industry. 

It is industry that once made 
us the greatest nation in the world, 
and it is industry that will do that 
again today. We have a genius 
for industrial production.

We cannot make 
ourselves strong by a patchwork 
method. We cannot take a little 
from this industry and a little from 
that industry; we cannot hope in 
that way to build anything that 
will frighten Adolf Hitler. We must 
unify industry with co-operation of 
every worker, manager and owner 
in the United States. 

I can win that co-operation for 
you. I have confidence in the 
workers and managers of American 
industry. And they have confi- 
dence in me. If you were to en- 
trust to me the safety of America 
in this critical time,” here is what 
I would do: I would first make 
some intelligent use of the experi- 
ence of the World War and the 
careful plans of the army and navy. 
To carry out thgse experienced 
plans I would appoint the most ex- 
perienced and the ablest men. Those 
national detense appointmnts 
would be made irrespective of po- 
litical considerations.

TAKING CONTROL 
IN PARAGUAY 


Provisional President Said 


to Be ‘Front’ for Bud- 


ding Dictatorship — Polli- 
ticians Warned. 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Oct. 
3 (AP).—Col. Ramon Paredes, the 
rising power behind a military dic- 
tatorship reported in formation in 
Paraguay, has served notice that 
the army intends to play the main 
role in the political life of that 
country. 

Paredes, Minister of interior and 
Labor in a new military Cabinet 
chosen by Provisional President 
Gen. Higinio Morinigo after with- 
drawal of Liberal party members, 
heads the army faction said to be 
supporting Morinigo in maneuver- 


ing to give the army control. 

A broadcast to the nation yes- 
terday by Paredes was printed this 
morning by the Buenos Aires news- 
paper La Nacion, which quoted the 
Colonel as warning “professional 
politicians” they would feel the 
army’s might and pledging Para- 
guayan soldiers to continue work 
mapped by the late Marshal Jose 
Felix Estigarribia, whose presiden- 
tial career was cut short by death 
in a plane crash Sept. 6. 

The version published here said 
Paredes asserted that “drastic 
measures of inexorable justice shall 
be meted out to professional poli- 
ticians.” He is said to have added: 

“These measures, however, shall 
be taken with high regard to fair- 
ness and they shall be applied only 
to bad patriots while good citizens 
shall have the Government’s full 
support and enjoy all liberties and 
all constitutional guarantees.”

WHO BUILT STEAMER, DIES 


He and Brother Also Developed 
Photographic Dry Plate; 
91 Years Old. 


NEWTON, Mass., Oct. 3 (AP). — 
A pioneer, both in the development 
of the automobile and the photo- 
graphic dry plate, Freelan O. Stan 
ley, 91 years old, of Stanley Steamer 
fame, died last night at his Newton 


home. 

International attention came to 
Stanley and his twin brother, Fran- 
cis, after they built a steam-pro- 
pelled vehicle for themselves. in 
1896—and discovered that other 
people wanted steamers, too. When 
they finally disposed of their in- 
terests in 1917, they had built 
10,000. 

The creative twins previously had 
developed the Stanley dry plate, 
considered a revolutionary advance 
in photography in 1883. They sold 
out to the Eastman Kodak Co. in 
1904. 

Francis was killed in 1918 while 
motoring from Maine to New 
Hampshire on a sales tour for a 
unit railway car they had devel- 
oped, which was propelled by a 
steam engine slung underneath. 
They were born at Kingfield, Me. 


BUND’S PART OF $5,000,000

Fritz Kuhn Who Is in Prison Must

NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP).—The 
German-American «Bund and its 
$5,000,000 libel suit brought by the

It was a sweet. victory, too, to Cin- 
cinnati and to the National League, 
which had been moaning over 10 
straight defeats in world series 
games at the hands of powerful 
American League teams. 

Walters’ first pitch to Bartell, 
leading off for the Tigers in the 
first inning, was in the dirt and 
bounced to the backstop. The sec- 
ond and third also were wide of the 
plate and, after putting over one 


and Bartell walked. 
Another Pass. 

Walters was still wild pitching to 
McCosky and the Tiger center field- 
er walked, only one strike being 
called. Walters didn’t like the rul- 
ing on the fourth ball. The Na- 
tional League asserts that American 
League umpires won’t call the low 
strikes. 

The Tigers quickly took advan- 
tage of the opening, as Charley 
Gehringer lined a single to right. 
Manager Baker, coaching at third 
base, was stopping Bartell there, 
but when Goodman threw to sec- 
ond, instead of toward the plate, 
Baker waved Bartell to the plate 
and he scored easily, - McCosky 
reaching third.

U.S. JUDGE'S VIEW 


Unit of Associated Gas 
Forbidden to Pay on 
Shares With $1,000,000 
Note Outstanding. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Taking issue with a United States 
District Judge in New York, the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion ruled today that Northeastern 
Water and Electric Corporation 
could not pay dividends on its cap- 
ital stock so long as any part of a 
$1,000,000 note which it proposed 
to issue remained unpaid. 

Northeastern, a unit in the Asso- 
ciated Gas and Electric Co. sys- 
tem, wanted to issue the note in 
connection with the purchase of 
Union Water Service Co. 

Two weeks ago United States 
District Judge Vincent L. Leibell, 
in whose court reorganization of 
the Associated Gas system is pend- 
ing, said that it would be “unrea- 
sonable” for the SEC to order the 
dividends withheld, adding that “if 
conditions imposed by the SEC in 
the future are reasonable and nec- 
essary, that is one thing, but if 
they lack those qualities they will 
not be approved by this court.” 

“It is clear,” the SEC said in its 
lengthy opinion on the Northeast- 
ern case, “that Congress did not 
intend in the Chandler Act (a bank- 
ruptcy law) to modify in any way 
the jurisdiction and powers of this 
commission under the Public Util- 
ity Holding Company Act. ... 

“That Associated Gas & Electric 
Corporation is under the supervi- 
sion of a Federal Cours sitting in 
bankruptcy, through trustees in 
bankruptcy, does not in any way 
relieve us of our statutory duties 
under the Holding Company Act. 
It still is a plain statutory duty 
to protect the direct public invest- 
ors—including the public holders of 
bonds and preferred stocks—of the 
subsidiaries of that holding com- 
rw es 5 6 

“We never have intended nor do 
we ever intend, to encroach in any 
way on the jurisdiction or powers of 
the Bankruptcy Court... But 
neither we nor the Bankruptcy 
Court nor the trustees can disre- 
gard the clear provisions of any act 
of Congress No order of the 
Bankruptcy Court can relieve this 
commission of its plain duties under 
that act. Nor can any order of 
that court exempt the trustees in 
bankruptcy from the provisions of 
that act applicable to them, any 
more than it. could exempt from 
the applicable provisions of the 
Federal income tax law.” 

The commission said that “broad 
duties” imposed by Congress 
obliged it to deny permission to 
issue or sell a security of a utility 
company when it found that the 
security did not meet the standards 
set by Congress. 

Associated Gas owns the com- 
mon stock of Northeastern indi- 
rectly through Northeastern Water 
Co., Inc. The commission said that 
this common stock, together with 
capital and earned surplus, amount- 
ed to “at best” 12.2 per cent of 
Northeastern’s total capitalization. 

Asserting that this represented 
“an extraordinarily thin margin,” 
the SEC said that nevertheless the 
corporation’s dividend policy was 
controlled through the common 
stock. 


HEARING SOUGHT ON PLAN 
FOR SCHOOL COMPTROLLER 


Board Member Wurdack to Ask 
That Group Hold Public Ses- 
sion on Proposal. 

A public hearing on the proposal, 
made by a special committee of the 
Board of Education last month, for 
establishment of the office of comp- 
troller for the board, will be sought 
by Hugo Wurdack, board member 
and chairman of the committee, at 
the board’s November meeting, 
Wurdack announced yesterday. He 
said he would be out of the city at 
the next meeting, Tuesday. 

The special committee was  ap- 
pointed to see that grand jury rec- 
ommendations for improving’ the 
school system were put into effect. 
The report was referred by the 
board to the Legislative Commit- 
tee, where it still is pending. The 
comptroller would be an independ- 
ent officer, receiving a salary equal 
to that of the Superintendent of In- 
struction—$12,000 a year. 

He would report to the board and 
superintendent monthly on waste 
and inefficiency in the school sys- 
tem, hold semi-annual public meet- 
ings to receive complaints from 
persons inside and outside the Sys- 
tem and suggest reductions in ex- 
penditures with a view of possible 
reductions in the tax rate.

Two army prisoners at Jefferson 
Barracks, who escaped yesterday 
morning after beating and disarm- 
ing a guard while at work on the 
grounds, were captured by State 
Highway patrolmen six hours later 
on U. S. Highway 61 near Tele- 
graph road, Jefferson County. 
The prisoners were Lloyd E. 
Gannon, former coast artilleryman, 
serving a two-and-a-half-year sen- 
tence for desertion at a California 
post, and Carlos M. Thompson, 
awaiting courtmartial on a charge 
of desertion from Fort Snelling, 
Minn. When arrested they were

Draftable Men There 


Form State’s Second 


“We-Want-to-Be-Captain’s Club”— 
Demonstration in Oregon. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Oct. 3 (AP).— 
One hundred twenty-five young men 
subject to the army draft Syester- 
day formed a “We-Want-to-Be-Cap- 
tains Club” and urged in a tele- 
gram to President Roosevelt that 
a Captain’s commission issued to his 
son, be canceled. 

Elliott Roosevelt has been made 
a Captain in the Army Purchasing 
Department. The club told the 
President this would “create great 
dissatisfaction among draftees car- 
rying a gun and drilling for $21 a 
month and that “he (Elliott) 
should take his chances with the 
rest of us who have no political 
sponsors.” 

Another wire to Elliott Roosevelt 
asked that he resign his captaincy” 


in order to maintain the feeling of 
fair play and square dealing.”

People keep on estimating the 
damage created by high explosive 
bombing in term of meaningless 
statistics, such as casualties and 
numbers of buildings destroyed, 
while right under their noses they 
see long queues of people standing 
in line with pots and pans and 
tubs in their hands, waiting to ob- 
tain drinking and cooking water. 
That is evidence that the water 
mains have been damaged. Lack 
of drinking and cooking water 
means that those people’s homes 
are deprived of water for wash- 
ing and sanitary purposes. Man 
cannot live without water. In re- 
gions where it is not to be found, 
you find no men, 

The modern city dweller depends 
on water just as completely as the 
desert nomad. In fact, the: latter 
is a nomad because there is insuf- 
ficient water to grow things and 
permit him to live off the land and 
settle down. 

Lack of water for sanitary pur- 
poses in a modern community 
means eventual disease epidemic. 
The bombs that hit dwellings and 
office buildings are practically 
wasted. Those that hit water 
mains, power houses, and transpor- 
tation avenues and railways, docks, 
gas and electric conduits are doing 
deadly damage. 

Maybe that damage is not felt 
immediately. Drinking and cook- 
ing water is a simple thing to 
find. But water for sanitary pur- 
poses means leakless street mains 
and house plumbing. A high ex- 
plosive bomb is one thing; its ter- 
rifying detonation is another. But 
when it hits a community artery 
—well, that may mean any number 
of things, chief among which is the 
fact that it may be paving the way 
for widespread disease. Men and 
women whose fortitude is_ stiff 
enough to withstand high explosive, 
generally wilt under the silent but 
terrifying attack of disease germs.

Broad Enough. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


ERY timely is Leon Hender- 
Veon's warning to producers of 

raw materials not to profiteer 
prices upward. Timely too is the 
Brookings Institution report on the 
same subject. 
One of the worst war evils is 
price inflation. In 1914 to 1918 it 
increased average American prices 
to 213 per cent of their pre-war 
level. The effect in human suffer- 
ing is devastating, and it does not 
cease with the guns or for many 
years. 


For an example of only one of 
its lesser evils, compared with pur- 
chasing power of 1913 dollars, the 
staggering costs of the war to us 
were more than doubled by reason 
of that inflation alone. That meant 
that the burden of that mountain- 
ous debt on all our people was also 
doubled. A greater evil is that 
starting at the high peak of war 
prices, there is first an abrupt and 
ruinous and then a gradual decline 
in values, prices and wages back 
to about the pre-war level. After 
the Napoleonic, Civil and World 
wars that process, in each case, 
took 14 years. 

Threat to System. 


Of course, any such process is 
simply a slow destruction of half 
of all values in a nation. Our post- 
war gyrations from flash-booms to 
deep and continued depression were 
all by-products of this massive re- 
adjustment. It profoundly changed 
and gravely threatened both our 
economic and political systems. 
Indeed, the old threat is not yet re- 
moved as anew and similar men- 
ace appears. 

So much for the brief mention of 
a few of the terrible hangover ef- 
fects of wartime price inflation. 
The jitterbug joyride of the actual 
price debauch, while it is going on, 
makes a feverish appearance of 
prosperity, but it is prosperity for 
precious few. Some wages go up 
with prices and some go up first, 
but most of them lag grievously. 
All people dependent on fixed rev- 
enues, such as salaries, pensions, 
interest on savings and almost all 
wages, are the real sufferers. 

The most piteous of these cases 
are the families of soldiers at the 
front. All these people—and they 
are by far the majority of us—find 
their cost of existence doubled or 
multiplied, while their means re- 
main the same. It all adds up toa 
serious nation-wide cut in wages, 
salaries and income. 
tressing and hideously unfair and 
it. produces an even more dangerous 
result for a warring nation. It de- 
stroys morale both at home and 
among the soldiers at the front. Na- 
poleon said that in war the ratio 
of the value of moral strength “is 
to the physical as 3 to 1.” 


World War Experience. 


In most great wars this terrible 
force has been either little heeded 
of inadequately handled. In the 
World War our War Industries 
Board was presented with the 
process of rising prices too late to 
prevent it, but it did halt it in its 
tracks and later turned the trend 
downward. That experience proved 
that war inflation can be prevented 
and suggested the only way to do it. 

The Brookings report advanced 
some methods, and Leon Hender- 
son described others. The short- 
comings of both parcels of sugges- 
tions is first, that they are theo- 
retical, experimental and uncertain, 
and, next, that they are aimed at 
only the prices of certain commod- 
ity groups, or piecemeal price regu- 
lation. It can’t be done that way. 
Every price is, in some measure, a 
reflection and result of all prices. 
You can’t stop a skyrocket advance 
in the price of everything by mere-

CERTAIN man of large means felt that his estate

Reply to Mr. Fox of England. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERARD E. FOX of Bristol, England, 

past president, Bristol, Inc., Chamber 
of Commerce and Shipping, had quite a 
letter in the People’s Column of your 
paper asking us Americans to put quite 
a few things in our pipe and smoke them. 

He stated Britain does not “owe us 
a penny in war debts,” that it was Eng- 
land who was unmercifully robbed by the 
“greedy jaws” of American “Shylocks, 
nationals and Midas millionaires.” 

He contends our “manufacturers, mer- 
chants and commercial classes cornered 
every earthly commodity” we had in 
1914-18 and made tremendous profits, to 
quote, “which I call thieving, not busi- 
ness.” 

As far as Britain making payments 
on the war debt of over five billion dol- 
lars, it does seem as though she doesn’t 
owe us a penny. Mr. Fox said nothing 
of the price the United States paid to 
throw the tide of the Allies from defeat 
to victory and give England world domi- 
nation for another 22 years. 

It’s easy enough for Mr. Fox to criti- 
cise us Americans and call us robbers and 
thieves, but when it comes to unmerci- 
fully robbing other nations, we can only 


be compared to England as a side show | 


to a three-ring circus. 

Right now we are paying a big price 
for tin and rubber. Why? Because we 
must buy tin from the International Tin 
Committee, a British-dominated carte] 
that controls the world supply.

St. Louis Pair Returns 
From Hunt in Far North 


Mr. and Mrs. John K. Wallace Shot No Bears 
Because Guide Fell Dead in Seeking 
Trail, Cutting Trip Short. 


Without grizzly bears, but with 
an experience not usual in a few 
days’ hunting in the Far North, Mr. 


and Mrs. John K. Wallace, Ladue 
road and Lindbergh boulevard, are 
back in St. Louis from British Co- 
lumbia. 

Five days out of the last tele- 
graph station, Wallace related .to- 
day, their guide, Pete McCormick, 
left camp to look for a lost trail 
in the rarely penetrated defiles of 
“Mystery” Mountain. He never re- 
turned. 

The Wallaces and their friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. Nils G. Teren of Port- 
land, Ore., were forced by lack of 
forage to give up the search next 
day, and made their way back to 
the outpost, with their wranglers 
and cook and pack train, to obtain 
the aid ‘of a “mountie’”—in British 
Columbia, a member of the Provin- 
cial Police instead of the Northwest 
Mounted. McCormick had fallen 
dead a short distance from camp. 
“Our two wranglers had found 
his trail and ridden within 30 feet 
of him,” said Wallace. “His horse 
never whinnied. Tied to a tree 
with both -bridle and halter, it had 
simply dug itself in, inches over 
the fetlocks, and the ground was 
not soft.” 

Six years ago, following Knight’s 
Inlet from the coast, the Wallaces 
and Terens saw and were fasci- 
nated by “Mystery,” more properly 
Mt. Waddington. Sir Norman Wat- 
son and two companions had 
crossed the coastal mountains 
along its slopes, and McCormick 
had been their guide through over- 
grown, near-impassable ravines to 
the plateau above tree-line. 

“We planned to take three days 


going in, three days out, and have 
five days’ hunting on the high 
plateau, where grizzly and other 
game is plentiful,” related Wallace. 
“We never got there. But we 
learned afterward that we were 
within seven miles of it.” 

They picked up McCormick, “63 
years old, but hard as nails,” at 
his cabin near Kleena Kleeni, 230 
miles beyond Vancouver by the 
Caribou highway and a wagon 
road. On the second day out, Mc- 
Cormick told them he’d be gone 
about three hours to look for an 
old trail. He came into camp two 
days later to relate that he had 
found it, but that it was blocked by 
fallen trees which would have to 
be cleared. 

With that in mind, they were not 
alarmed the evening he failed to 
return after saying he would spend 
an hour looking for a better trail 
while they made camp. Next day 
they searched for him, however, 
and at noon broke camp and rode 
hard to reach Kleena Kleeni in 
one day instead of three. 

“The officer got a couple of In- 
dians to take him in, and found 
the body, four days after Pete set 
out, a short distance from our last 
camp,” said Wallace. “He had 
tethered his horse to a tree and 
had taken a few steps ahead along 
the ravine.”

If the United States becomes an- 
other empire of aggression and ex- 
ploitation it will perish as have 
other great empires in the past, 
Prof. Jacob R. Marcus of Hebrew 
Union College, Cincinnati, said at 
this morning’s service at Temple 
Isreal, 

“America must be an empire of 
decency, democracy and national 
restraint. Its manifest destiny is 
to bring morality into national re- 
lations, to tear down the barriers 
of racial hatred, and to erect the 
bulwark o° a new culture distin- 
guished for justice and humanity.”

With about 9,000,000 persons still 
unemployed, the country has a na- 
tion within a natien that is in 
desperate circumstances, he said, 
and there has been considerable 
civil strife as a result of the wid- 
ening gulf between employer and 
employe. 

Disturbing Conditions. 

In addition, he asserted, there 
have been disturbing conditions in 
our courts and other high places 
of public trust, which “tends to 
weaken the bonds of social soli- 
darity and social trust.” Another 
element to be considered, he added, 
is the growing concentration of 
power in the President, who is now 
“second only to Stalin and Hitler 
in dictatorial absolutism.” 

It is necessary, therefore, that 
people and the churches work for 
peace at home as well as through- 
out the world, he declared. He 
said it was possible for the church 
to work for peace without violation 
of the principle of separation of 
the church and state, because of 
the moral issue involved.

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BASE INSPECTORS 
GO 10 CUBA AFTER 
TOUR OF BAKAMAS 


NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 3 (AP). 
—Army and navy experts, working 
swiftly to complete preliminary de- 
tails toward establishment of 
United States defense outposts, 
headed for an inspectiqn tour of 
other Caribbean base sites today 
after an aerial survey of the Ba- 
hamas Island. 

The eight-man mission, headed 
by Rear Admiral John W. Greens- 
lade and Brigadier-General Jacob 


L. Devers, planned to meet another 
group aboard the cruiser St. Louis 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, for in- 
spection of base sites in Jamaica, 
Trinidad, British Guiana, St. Lucia 
and Antigua. 

The United States gave Great 
Britain 50 destroyers for 99-year 
leases on those sites and others at 
Bermuda and Newfoundland. 

The military experts paid .their 
respects here yesterday to the 
Duke of Windsor, Governor of the 
Bahamas, viewed the out-islands 
from three navy planes, and flew 
on to Eleuthera Island for an over- 
night stay. 

Admiral Greenslade said so many 
suitable areas were available that 
it was difficult to decide “exactly 
what we want in the Bahamas.” 

He indicated, however, that Nas- 
sau itself might satisfy the United 
States’ needs for airfield and sea- 
plane facilities. Pan-American Air- 
ways operates an amphibian air- 
port here and Sir Harry Oakes, 
wealthy Canadian, owns an air- 
field. 

The mission gave considerable at- 
tention to Eleuthera, directly east 
of here, a landlocked harbor which 
might be converted into a naval 
base, 

The site-selecting board also flew 
over many other islands as well as 
well-traveled channels used exten- 
sively by ships in the Latin-Ameri- 
can trade. The most important of 
those is the crooked island pass- 


age. 
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HE first full-length feature 
T ever produced by the staff of 

“The March of Time” comes to 
the Fox Theater tomorrow. En- 
titled “The Ramparts We Watch,” 
after Maj. George Fielding Eliot's 
book of the same name, it studies 
the life of a small city, called 
Hometown, during the years 1914- 
18 and for its conclusion has the 
now celebrated Nazi propaganda 
picture, “Feuertaufe” (Baptism of 
Fire). 

That part of “The Ramparts We 
Watch,” which is devoted to the 
American community, in reality 
New London, Conn., is made up 
partly of newsreels and partly a 
recreation of World War scenes. 
Such famous individuals as Presi- 
dent Wilson, Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
President Theodore Roosevelt and 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, at 
that time Assistant Secretary 
the Navy, are shown. The cast of 


the picture includes college profes- 
sors, housewives, artists’ models 
and college students and some 
actors with professional experience 
but none who is known to movie 
audiences. 

“Baptism of Fire,” the German 


propaganda film included, shows 
the horrors of the Nazi invasion of 
Poland, and was used for its “soft- 
ening” effect in Norway, Belgium, 
Holland and Rumania. It was in- 
cluded despite protest of Nazi au- 
thorities. The print used is one 
of those seized by the British as 
contraband of war and turned over 
to the Canadian Government. 


With “The Ramparts We Watch” 
at the Fox will be a comedy, “Pub- 
lic Deb.

stood alone fighting for their lives. 
Now the question is put to us trom 
Berlin, Rome and Tokyo as_ to 
whether we have the lucidity and 
the courage, the unity of purpose 
and the patriotic resolution to place 
the total defense of the nation 
above all other considerations 
whatever. 

This is the crusade that the oc- 
casion calls for and it should be 
led by both candidates and both 
parties. For upon our capacity to 
generate the energy of total de- 
fense depends everything else that 
everybody is talking about; only 
if this nation remains independent, 
beyond the reach of intimidation 
and dictation, can its liberties be 
preserved. A natioiu which loses its 
independence in the world cannot 
conceivably preserve its liberties at 
‘home. A nation surrounded by a 
|hostile coalition, isolated and pow- 
erless, cannot preserve democracy. 
The acid test, therefore, of any 
man’s understanding of such things 
as freedom versus dictatorship is 
not what he says about them, but 
how thoroughly he proposes to arm 
the nation, how unreservedly he 
makes the national defense his 
main preoccupation. , 

. . * 


E SHALL be greater fools than 

we can afford to be if we do 
not at once take measures to speed 
up the existing defense program 
land boldly and decisively to enlarge 
it. Deliveries from the existing 
plans can be speeded up. Lord 
| Beaverbrook has proved that it can 
be done if the country wants it 
done and if somebody with ruthless 
energy is assigned to the task of 
| getting it done. We can find some- 
one to do this if we look for him, 
and the country should refuse to 
accept the view that the existing 
airplane and other munitions in- 
dustries are working as fast as they 
can. They can be speeded up if we 
really make up our minds that they 
must speed up. 

At the same time, the whole plan 
of production should be greatly ex- 
panded. Plans should be adopted 
now, and the work started to make 
the American production of essen- 
tial weapons equal to that of all of 
Europe. This is not beyond our ca- 
pacity. The industrial capacity of 
the United States is about half the 
industrial capacity of the whole 
world. We should at once make the 
plans, obtain the appropriations, 
negotiate the contracts, and insti- 
‘tute the industrial training program 
for an effort on a very much larger 
scale than our present effort.

O SPEED up the existing pro- 

gram and to enlarge it, three 
political measures must be agreed 
upon, First, Congress must not ad- 
journ, but on the contrary, must be 
put to work on the necessary au- 
thorizations and appropriations as 
soon as they can be planned and es- 
timated. Second, the advisory com- 
mission must be transformed into 
an executive authority with a re- 
sponsible head. Third, the election 
must be kept in order by the two 
candidates and by disinterested 
men in both parties, so that it shall 
not irreparably divide the nation, 
weaken its position in the world, or 
prevent a prompt reconciliation and 
whole-hearted co-operation among 
public men, once the votes have 
been counted.

SAUERKRAUT SEASON 


May Be Canned at Home for 
Winter Use—Should Not 
Be Overcooked. 


“The time has come to talk of 
cabbages and kings,” said the Wal- 


jrus in the story of Alice in Won- 


derland. But right now, it’s a lot 
more practical to talk of cabbages 
and kraut. For there is a good 
crop of late cabbage this year, and 
that means a good share of it will

Much of the sauerkraut is now 


!'made commercially, and sold either 


in bulk or in cans of convenient 
size. But farm families also make 


sauerkraut for home use during the 
winter. In fact, there are many 
who claim that there is nothing 
better than homemade sauerkraut 
with fresh pork. 

Yet there are homemakers who 
prepare sauerkraut year after year 
without really understanding what 
happens to the cabbage when it be- 
comes kraut. Chemists explain that 
the salt, which is mixed with the 
shredded cabbage, draws out the 
juice which contains sugar. Then 
the bacteria ferment the sugar and 
form lactic acid; and the kraut 
takes on its distinctive flavor and 
texture. 

When sauerkraut is not made 
correctly there is a chance that 
other types of bacteria| will also 
grow and cause the kraut to spoil. 
So sauerkraut making is.a process 


of helping one kind of bacteria to 


grow and preventing other kinds 
from developing. 

It was once the custom to keep 
sauerkraut in a crock or barrel in 
the cellar. But the modern way is 
to use glass jars that hold just 
enough kraut for a single meal. 
If you have the sauerkraut in glass 
jars there is no need to waste the 
top layer that turns soft and brown 
in an open crock or barrel. 

Jars with glass lids, that clamp 
down, are preferred. The salt in 
sauerkraut will corrode metal lids. 

Make in Jars. 

If there is a cool storage place 
and the sauerkraut is to be used 
during the winter, you can make 
the kraut right in the jars. Mix 
the shredded cabbage with the salt, 
four ounces of salt to 10 pounds of 
cabbage, and pack it into the jars. 
Place the rubbers and lids on the 
jars, but do not seal tightly. Have 
an enamel pan under the jars to 
catch the juice that bubbles out. 
Let the kraut stand for two or 
three days until there is good gas 
formation. Then pour the juice 
back and seal the jars. Allow the 
kraut to ripen for a month or six 
weeks and then it is ready to serve. 

When sauerkraut is to be kept 
until summer, it’s best to make it 
in a crock or barrel and later put 
Let the kraut ferment 
for about 10 days and it will be 
ready for canning. Have the sauer- 
kraut thoroughly hot, and then fork 
it into the jars. Put the rubbers 
and lids on the jars, but do not 
seal. Place the jars in a bath of 
boiling water and continue heating 
for about 5 minutes, until the water 
returns to boiling. Then seal the 
jars and continue heating them in 
the water bath—10 minutes for 
quart jars, and 15 minutes for two- 
quart jars. 

No Overcooking. 

There’s a modern trend in cook- 
ing sauerkraut, too. Many cooks 
prefer to cook kraut like other 
vegetables, for only a short time. 
Panning is a convenient and quick 
method. Simply place the kraut in 
a frying pan with some hot fat, 
cover, and cook for about five min- 
utes. Add celery seed or caraway 
seed to make a really savory dish. 

Another method is to cook the 
sauerkraut in a covered pan with 
a very tart apple chopped = and 
mixed with the kraut. Tuck some 
frankfurters into the sauerkraut 
and cook unti] the wieners' are 
piping hot all through. In many 
localities there are other tradition- 
al ways to serve sauerkraut. Some 
like it especially well with turkey, 
goose and other poultry. Other 
cooks put the sauerkraut in a bak- 
ing dish with a layer of spareribs 
over the top, and heat in a moder- 
ate oven—turning the spareribs to 
get them cooked through and brown 
on both sides, Others serve sauer- 
loin or shoulder of 
pork. Another idea is to scallop 
the sauerkraut with macaroni and 
cooked sausages or bits of ham. 

The story of sauerkraut is not 
complete witnout a mention of 
its food values. Kraut is a fairly 
good source of minerals, especially 
calcium; and it usually contains 
some vitamin C. Short cooking or 
panning is the best way to retain 
this vitamin C. The sauerkraut 
juice, which commercial canners 
put up separately, also contains a 
good share of the minerals.

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MNUTT PREDICTS JOB 
FORALL WITHIN A YEAR 


Says Legitimate Business Boom 
Will Employ 4,500,000, 
Wages 3,000,000 More. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3 (AP).—All per- 
sons able and willing to work, will 
be employed by the middle of next 
year, says Paul V. McNutt, Fed- 
eral Security Administrator. 

McNutt spoke last night at a 
banquet signalizing the formal 
start of President Roosevelt's cam- 
paign in Chicago. 

He said that “legitimate busi- 
ness” had increased “to a point 
close to the prosperity of the boom 
years” and that industrial activity 
reached near capacity in 1939 and 
1940. 

McNutt estimated that the 
“normal expansion and develop- 
ment” of business would provide 
jobs for 4,600,000 men and that 
their wages would result in the 
employment of 3,000,000 additional 
persons. 

Asserting that the next four 
years would be one of the most 
critical periods in the nation’s his- 
tory, McNutt criticised the Repub- 
lican party’s choice for national 
leadership as “a Man who daily 
demonstrates his inability to lead 
his own party.” 

“Nothing but apathy and almost 
complete indifference on the part 
of Republican leaders has greeted 
his pledges and commitments,” he 
said. “So far as can be observed, 
he has influenced not a single 
vote either in the House of Repre- 
sentatives or in the Senate. His 
policy is a personal policy, and his 
platform an individual one. 

“How can a man run the country 
when he can’t run his own party?”

The city administration is well 

pleased with the co-operation of 
WPA officials in initiating and 
completing projects here, Mayor 
Dickmann said yesterday in a let- 
ter to William J. Gray, district 
WPA administrator. 
The letter followed publication of 
the annual report of President Bax- 
ter L. Brown of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, which included a state- 
ment by D. L. McCalman, munici- 
pal supervisor of WPA work, who 
said that delay and lack of co-op- 
eration by WPA officials had great- 
ly reduced the amount of such work 
here in the last year and a half. 

McCalman said the local WPA 
office was without authority and 
delay resulted at times from the 
necessity of submitting plans in 
turn to the Jefferson City, Chicago 
and Washington offices. 

Mayor Dickmann agreed with R. 
M. Bristol, the city’s expediter of 
WPA projects who had asserted 
McCalman’s complaint was not well 
based. The Mayor cited figures on 
WPA work in St. Louis during the 
last five years. They showed that 
last year’s expenditures of $2,287,- 
402 were about $294,000 less than 
the average for the preceding four 
years. 

“Taking into consideration the 
tendency on the part of WPA to cut 
down rather than enlarge payrolls, 
this comparison shows anything but 
lack of co-operation on the part of 
WPA with the city,” Mayor Dick- 
mann said. 
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ROOSEVELT AIDING WAR 
PROPAGANDA~-HOLI 


Senator Says White House 
Prevents Inquiry Into Ac- 
tivities of Britons. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Holt (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, asserted in the Senate today 
that President Roosevelt had pre- 
vented an investigation of British 
propaganda in this country. 

Asserting that Noel Coward, play- 
wright, Sir George Paish, econo- 
mist, and other Englishmen were 
seeking to involve the United States 
in Britain’s war against Germany, 
Holt asked why there had been no 
investigation of their activities. 


“Because the President of the 
United States will not allow an in- 
vestigation,” he said. He added 
that if the so so-called ‘Union Now’ 
organization and other groups urg- 
ing support for Britain had been 
set up under German auspices they 
would be called “subversive.” 


“There is pressure from the high- 
est official in this land,” he as- 
serted, “not to allow an exposure 
of British propaganda in America.” 

Forecasting that soon after the 
November election the “speed to- 
ward war will be greater than it is 
now,” Holt said that “we've reached 
the place where we dare not ex- 
pose propaganda that means death 
to American boys.” 

Among organizations which he 
described as Union Now, Bundles 
for Britain and the William Allen 
White committee; and others which 
he did not name, Holt said there 
were many groups with “adminis- 
tration backing and administration 
help.” 


PAYMENTS FOR MERIT 
SYSTEM WORK HELD UP 


Controversy Over Funds De- 
lays Settling Costs of State 
Examinations 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 3.— 
State Auditor Forrest Smith said 
today bills for expenses of the Mis- 
souri Merit System Council, estab- 
lished to conduct merit system ex- 
aminations for employes in the 
State Social Security Department 
and the Board of Health, would be 
held up until settlement of a con- 
troversy over whether funds of the 
two departments may be used for 
that purpose. 

In the meantime, the State old- 
age pension payments to 104,370 
pensioners for October, amounting 
to about $1,500,000, also are held up 
as a result of the same controversy. 
They usually are mailed in time 
for delivery to the pensioners on 
the first day of the month. 

George I. Haworth, administrator 
for the Social Security Commission, 
said today no word had been re- 
ceived from the Social Security 
Commission in Washington as to 
when Federal funds for one-half 
of the pension payment for Octo- 
ber would be released. These funds 
have been held up temporarily be- 
cause of the controversy over in- 
stallation of the merit system in 
the two departments. 

The controversy developed, as 
told in the Post-Dispatch, after At- 
torney-General McKittrick raised 
a legal question as to whether the 
Social Security Commission and

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WE MAY deplore some of these 
childish expressions of group in- 
stinct but unless they are danger- 
ous to their spiritual and physical 
health, it is better to yield to the 
demand.

Economical Menus _ By Meta Given 


RESH fish is such delicious 
food, at many seasons of the 
year such an inexpensive meat 
substitute (especially when you 
take advantage of the Friday 
abundance in most markets), and 
so valuable nutritionally, that 
American families ought to make 
more use of it. They probably 
would, too, if most housewives 
knew a quick and easy way of 
cooking it which would keep it 
tender and juicy and would not 
“smell up” the house with fry- 
ing fat. Such is the quick oven 
method which can be used for all 
small whole fish and for thick 
steaks from larger fish. It calls for 
a very hot oven (550-600 degrees F.), 
but because the baking time is so 
short, about 10 minutes, it consumes 
no more fuel than longer cooking 
at lower temperatures; and it does 
produce a juicy, delicious fish dish. 
After one trial you won’t want to 
go back to your old method, what- 
ever that was. 


Quick-Baked Halibut. 
(Cost about 40 to 45 cents.) 


One and one-half pounds halibut, 
one-fourth cup evaporated milk, 
one-fourth cup water, one and one- 
half teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half cups fine dry breadcrumbs, 
salad oil. 

Have the halibut cut in five 
steaks about one-half inch thick. 
Combine evaporated milk, water 
and salt thoroughly, and dip the 
pieces of fish into this, coating 
all over; then left into a pan con- 
taining the sifted breadcrumbs, and 
roll about until well blanketed with 
crumbs. Place in an oiled baking 
pan and sprinkle each piece light- 
ly with the oil; allow about one and 
one-half tablespoons for the whole 
amount of fish. Have -the oven 
pre-heated to 600 degrees F., or as 
close to it as possible. Put fish 
into hot oven and bake ten min- 
utes. Never add water, and do not 
turn fish while baking. When 
done, pieces of fish will be brown 
and dry on outside, tender and 
juicy insider Serves five.

Amateur gardeners, moreover, 
find that Vitamin B added to soil 
will result in large and hardier 
plants. Unknown to agricultur- 
ists the secret of the power of fer- 
tilizers has been the vitamin con- 
tent. The amount of vitamins pres- 
ent need be very small—eight five- 
grain tablets of selected vitamins, 
I am told, might be dissolved in the 
‘water required to irrigate an acre 
of land for a year. Excesses of the 
vitamin, indeed, seem to do more 
harm than good. Important eco- 
nomic crops like corn, wheat and 
tomatoes do not require any extra 
vitamin fertilization. Through a 
long process of selection they seem 
to have acquired the ability to man- 
ufacture their own vitamins for 
soil fertilization. 

Of course that is the natural way 
for plants to obtain their vitamins. 
Plants are isolationists. They do 
not need to enter into reciprocal 
trade agreements. From air and 
sunlight they manufacture the sub- 
stance of their bodies. Man and 
the animals have to depend on the 
products of the plants to build 
up their body substance,

SOME HORMONES added to 
plants affect not the growth of the 
plant but the reproductive func- 
tions—sexual fruiting can thus be 
produced without natural pollina- 
tion. The period of dormancy may 
be prolonged or shortened so that 
the seasonal cyclic changes in the 
plant world are varied, even ob- 
literated. Leaves may be caused 
to grow upward (hyponasty) or 
downward (epinasty) contrary to 
the plant’s usual habit. 

All this experimental work — 
so new and surprising and stimu- 
lating—makes us wish to apply it 
to man and his growth and func- 
tions. Undoubtedly that is one of 
the strong tendencies of the sci- 
ence of the age, and our attack in 
the future will not be so much to- 
wards intensive study of the cause 
and cure of particular diseases as 
of influencing growth and fertil- 
ity of new generations,

OBERT H. DENTON Jin 
R ners this space today. R. H. 

D. is a convict—No,. 30735—in 
Oklahoma State Penitentiary. By 
the rating of normal citizens, he 
has been deprived of everything 
that makes life worth while. But 
the spirit has no bars—and Robert 
Denton has discovered truth behind 
his prison walls which might liber- 
ate many a “free” man, if he had 
the courage to use it. For what it’s 
worth—and it’s worth plenty—I’m 
giving you the story of a defeated 
man who has become triumphant 
because “truth has set him free.” 
He begins: 

“Dear Miss Robinson: 

“Over six years ago I wrote to 
you from a death cell here and re- 
ceived in reply the most inspiring 
letter I ever read in my life. At 
that time I faced three horrible al- 
ternatives; death in the electric 
chair, a life of insanity in prison, 
and possibly a lifetime of insani- 
ty as an incurable case, confined 
to a mental institution. There was 
then no hope, no known treatment 
for dementia praecox, but Manfred 
Sakel of Vienna discovered the in- 
sul shock treatment and it came in 
time to save my life and sanity. 
Though I was condemned as a crim- 
inal, the State authorities accepted 
the evidence that I could not have 
been mentally responsible and sent 
me to a state hospital where I took 
the insulin shock treatment and re- 
mained three years. 

“Out of all this I have formed 
the idea that nothing is impossible; 
whatever the situation, it is never 
hopeless. The wars, poverty and 
misery endured today will enhance 
the glory, prosperity and peace that 
will inevitably follow. I believe in 
the future of America, the civilizat- 
ed world, and my own prospects 
of success.” 

Then Robert Denton gives us an 
example of “success against over- 
whelming odds.” Buried in their 
cells, poisoned by grim memories, 


there came to a trio of convicts 
a flash of sheer beauty—the whis- 
per of a song. For two years, with- 
out the slightest outside aid and 
in the face of incredible handicaps, 
they worked on that song.

“These men,” Denton continues,

its monotony and atmosphere of de- 


featism. They completely forgot 
themselves and their personal trou- 
bles. There is, I believe, a lesson 
there for all troubled people what- 
ever difficulties beset them—a 
great panacea for despair.” 

There is not space here for the 
whole of this fine letter. What its 
effect on you may be, I cannot 
know. But as for me—lI’ve never 
felt so cheap in my life! Here am 
I with freedom, beauty, comfort, 
faith and friendlines®& serving my 
every step. Yet I struggle hard to 
hide my discouragement and doubt. 
But these men, liivng constantly 
under the shadows of prison walls, 
produce a song of beauty! “Stars 
Went to Sleep” they call it. But 
their stars did not sleep. Like that 
white star of Bethlehem, they 
flamed above the darkness of pov- 
erty and obscurity, dread and de-

world!

Veal Steaks for Six 


One and one-half pounds sliced 
veal steak (or cutlet), four table- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper, two 
tablespoons butter, one-half cup 
boiling water. 

Have the meat cut about one- 
third inch thick. Sprinkle with half 
of flour and seasonings. Spread 
with filling and roll up. Tie in 
place with white cord. Fit into a 
buttered baking dish. Add other 
ingredients and a lid. Bake one 
and one-half hours in a moderate 
oven. Baste every 15 minutes. 
The filling is made as follows: 
One-fourth pound _ salt _ pork, 
chopped; three tablespoons minced 
onions, two tablespoons chopped 
parsley, three cups cubed bread, 
two tablespoons butter, meltde; one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one-eighth 
teaspoon celery salt. 

Heat the pork in a frying pan, 
add onions and parsley to simmer 
five minutes.
